Nobody v.'j'.l doubt that Ihis ip Presi- 


dent Eliot's opinion, though it may 
Mell l;e doiiijted that uiny-tenths of the 
Aincrk-an people a^ree with him. Kut 
it is true that a very large number of 
people who have come to accept the 
idea of trade unions as neccsnary, even 
if a necessary evil, do regard the non- 
union men as more clearly representing 
tlie American idea of personal liberty. 
As President Eliot furtlirr i~a;, M: 


"Every American hirtinct protests 


j'nainst the violent prevention of a 
man sellincj" his labor where and when 
and for v. h;:t he chooses to sell it, and 
soin'--o'w or other—I cannot tell how— 
that liberty needs to be preserved and 
protected in onr country.'' 


It is not to be denied that Irade un- 


ions are hostile to nonunion men: that 
they show their hostility iu various 
ivayp, sometimes even carrying it to 
the extent of inaugurating a strike to 
secure the discharge of nonunion men.. 
This is manifestly coercive and op- 
pressive, but it is one of those objec- 
tionable phases of labor unions which 
have come as a result of certain other 
objectionable conduct on the part of 
employers, 
who 
ha e 
constantly 


sought to give the nonunion man the 
preference over the union man. thus 
d" Tea ting the purposes of the union 
aiid ultimately destroying it. 
Harsh 


as it is, it is one of those crude roeth- 
ccts which have been adopted in the 
sense of self defense. 


This has tended to make the nonun- 


ion man seem like a martyr in the eyes 
of the public, and especially in the 
c;-es of those who tm'nk the right to 
sell their labor where and for what- 
ever they choose is the foundation of 
personal liberty. Between those who 
tliinlc him a martyr and those who 
think him an enemy to labor the non- 
union man has come to be regarded as 
f-j nonymous with a "scab." This is a 
great mistake. 
They are not neces- 


wrily alike. 
Indeed they fill quite 


different functions in the economy of 
industrial adjustrueut. 
The nonunion 


mini is one wao simply dees not join 
tiie Bunion. 
This is not alwayf. nor 


even generally, because he is hoslile to 
the union. He stands alocf for a mul- 
titude of reasons; sometimes because 
he is reluctant to pay the dues and as- 
sirue the responsibilities of member- 
ship; sometimes because he has a per- 
sonal dislike for some of the oSiceis. 
But much the larger number stay out- 
side the" unions from a general iudiffer- 
er.cc. 
Theoretically they believe in 


the unions. They arc iu general spirit 
and r.etion iu accord with them, but 
lack that interest which materialises 
in active service. 


In this they are not different from 


tbo great majority of people in all other 
walks of life. 
Take the church, for 


instance. Probably 90 per cent of the 
people who Uo not attend church arC 
not restraiued from going because they 
are hostile to Christi.inity or indeed 
seriously critical, nor because they 
have any objection to the work the 
church is doing. But they iune an in- 
diiterance to that specific call to duty. 
The attractions ill luauy other ways 
are stronger than last of going to 
,chi;rch. The sami> is true of politics. 
The leaders in both parties complain 
th;;t their adherents do not join the re- 
spective organizations and participate 
in the actu::l dn;ics of political propa- 
ganda; hence the complaint that cau- 
cuses are neglected and many of the 
best people in the community, socially, 
do not take the trouble* to vote, much 
less attend caucuses and convention:;. 
This IF not bec::utc they do not believe 
in tiie nepubiicau cr Democratic party, 
but because of a general indifference 
or stronger attractions in other direc- 
tions.

like him really know luore of the char- 
t:cter of the "scab." knew more ahout

"scabs,"' they would 
hesitate 
about 


calling the modern "scab" "a very 
good type of a hero." A.s a matter of 
fact, in probably 'M per cent of the 
eases lie is really a loose, irregular, 
oNreputable. quasi tramp laborer. He 
is the kind that seidom works regularly 
and is almost never a good workman. 
"Scabs" ar<- essentially camp followers 
of labor disturbances. President Eliot 
is probably not aware that in case of 
strikes the chief object of the employer 
is to demonstrate to the strikers and 
to the public that there are plenly of 
men who arc willing to work on the 
terms offered. In order to demonstrate 
this they send out into the highways 
and hedges and offer exceptional in- 
ducements for men to come to work, 
simply to make a showing. Tho writer 
knows of several instances of the kind, 
where the wages offered have been 50 
per cent more than the strikers were 
asking. In addition to this they often 
furnish board and lodging. They sel- 
dom expect to keep these workinguien 
permanently. They know in advance 
that only a few of them will prove 
competent workmen. But these men 
serve the purpose for the time being — 
as instruments to break the- strike. 


Moreover, in most industries it usual- 


ly happens that they spoil as much as 
they accomplish. The writer remem- 
bers one instance where the inecuipe- 
tcucy of the -'scab'' laborers was such 
as to render them actually worthless. 
and in order to make a showing the 
material was taken out of the ma- 
chinery which stood round the outside 
of the workroom nearest the windows, 
and the machinery was run empty, 
the ''scabs" simply moving the ma- 
chines as if they were working. GO that 
the passersby. hearing the noise, would 
think the factories were running, and 
the newspapers would announce with 
flaring headlines that the mills were 
rapidly filling up and would have no 
use for the strikers if they remained 
out a little longer. Of course there are 
exceptions, but in tlie main there is 
really no heroism in the "scab." And 
he doesn't come as a hero. He seldom 
comes because ho wants to work. He 
usually comes because there are ex- 
ceptional inducements offered and be- 
cause he is made an object of consid- 
erable attention. 


Nov.-, as to the right of the "scab"— 


this "sacred right" which seems to be 
more precious than the right of any- 
body else. Of course the idea behind 
the eulogy of the ''scab'' is that he is 
a man out of work, seeking to sell bis 
services to the best advantage, and 
that he has a right to take every op- 
portunity that presents itself and that 
ha should be regarded as a hero and a 
social benefactor for so doing. Before 
we accept that view the case should be 
examined a little further. 
Here arc 


a h'.ir.diTd men out of work. It is im- 
portant to the welfare of society Umt 
they be employed. But it is not im- 
portant that a hundred ether men be 
discharged in order -that they may be 
employed. 
The economic and social 


and moral condition of the community 
is net improved by any such process of 
swapping places. "What is really wc.nt- 
cd is that the hundred men should have 
employment. 
Now, when the strike 


occurs a hundred vacancies have not 
been created in any true economic or 
social sense. The vacancies that have 
been temporarily created arc really in 
a state of negotiation. Those who have 
vacated, their jobs have done so with a 
specific purpose— namely, to improve 
them. 
If they succeed in improving 


these jobs, whether it be by securing 
mere wages, shorter hours, better sani- 
tary or njcra! conditions or whatsoever, 
those places will be better for whoso- 
ever filis vliem thereafter.

When Bayer disappeared on Tues 


day last it was.thought he would turn 
up in a day or two, after a quiet visit 
with friends, but tonight the relatives 
of the man are fearful that the future 
will bring bad, news. He was seen 
here Tuesday night at 10:30, and not 
a clew to his whereabouts has been 
found. Acting on the suggestions of 
relatives of the man, the police have 
been undertaking to run down certain 
stories. Bayer has a wife at home and 
his habits have ibeen correct. 


It was thought that he might have 


accompanied a friend to Chicago, but 
the police soon ran down taat theory. 
Shortly after midnight la&t night an 
anonymous tip was sent to Captain 
Russell, at police Iieadqurters 
that 


Bayer could be found at the residence 
of Mrs. Anna Elsey, 491 East Rich 
street.

{ENDS FIFTEEN VOEDS A MIKUTE

Secrecy of Messages In Transit. 
Transatlantic Passengers Can Have 
fi Dully Mews Bulletin Ser-rlce. 
On the bleak, frozen headland at 


table Head Station, Glace Bay, Xova 
Scotia, -which is guarded night and day 
ngainst attempts to invade the secrets 
M wireless intercontinental telegraphy, 
I found Guglielmo Marconi, to whose 
bare little room at the foot of his four 
^•ooden toTvers kings, queens, princes 
tnd prime ministers have been sending 
their congratulations in reply to mes- 
sages flashed across the surface of the 
Atlantic ocean, writes James Creelman 
b the New York World. 
' As he stood beneath the great loose 
harp of fifty wires hanging from a 
cable stretched across the tops of the 
towers, he waved his hand upward and 
Baid: 


"There it" is. 
Powerful currents of- 


Electricity sent into those fifty wires in- 
termittently from the power house be- 
low start forth the electro magnetic 
Waves which cross the ocean in one- 
ninetieth of a second and record them- 
selves on similar wires-at the Poldhu 
Station on the coast of Cornwall, 2,400 
miles away. Nothing can stop or divert 
them. They will go through or around 
any obstruction. Like sound waves, 
Ihey do not have to go in a straight 
line. 
The messages are 
received 


through a telephone or are printed au- 
tomatically in Morse letters as clearly 
ns though the stations were only a 
mile apart." 


Marconi seemed fearful of talking to 


the public lest he might be suspected 
of boasting, and, besides, the bitter 
war waged, upon him by the desperate 
ocean cable companies has made him 
cautious and suspicious, but 
after 


awhile he spoke freely. 


''Wireless telegraphy across the ocean 


Is now as practical as cabling,' he said. 
"We. Lave sent more than 2,000 words 
In all from Glace Bay to Poldhu 'and 
have reached a speed of fifteen words 
a 
minute, which, 
considering our 


clumsy - sending apparatus — a mere 
wooden lever to connect and discon- 
nect the- current—indicates what we 
can do when we substitute a sending 
key designed for speed. With a proper 
sending key we can easily get off thirty 


, words a minute, and I shall be sur- 


prised if we do not eoon send at a high- 
er rate. 


"The Atlantic cables average about 


twenty-one words a minute in their 
regular, work, I believe. And there is 
this vital difference in the two systems 
of transoceanic telegraphing: As the 
cable grows longer the rate of speed in 
'Bending messages decreases, while dis- 
tance makes no difference in the rate 
nt which we can send by the wireless 
system." 


"Can you send more than one mes- 


sage at a time from the same station?" 


"Yes. I hare already demonstrated 


that we can send two at a time for a 
short distance. 
Whether more than 


two messages can be transmitted si-^^sve shall be ready to accept messages 
nrultaneously by the same wires I am 
unable to say; 
probably not 
But 


separate stations can be set up and 
worked iu the sa-tce neighborhood with- 
out interfering with each other, so that 
our capacity for sending messages can 
be multiplied indefinitely." 


"Hpw can you prevent other people 


with similar wireless apparatus from 
reading the messages you send from 
continent to continent? The secrecy of 
telegraphic communication is vital." 


The sudden flash In the cold gray 


blue eyes showed that Mr. Marconi 
understood the importance of tbe ques- 
tion. It was the point of attack select- 
ed by the cable companies in their 
combined attempt to discredit him. 
. "With properly tuned instruments," 
lie said, "we can make tbe reading of 
onr transatlantic messages very diffi- 
cult To read a wireless message an 
outside station would hare to be in'ex- 
act tune or vibratory unison with our 


frhnt does lie care whether his message 
Is read by tin outside operator or not? 


"Uometnbcr that it only costs us $200.- 


['00 to establish a wireless Iransatlantk- 
rysteiu and that our rates can be made 
Cheap enough to attract an immense 
volume of telegraphic business which is 
prohibited now by the high cable rates. 
Under my contract with the Canadian 
government J must s=end ordinary mes- 
sages across the Atlantic at not more 
Hum 10 cents a word and government 
And press messages at not more than 5 
lents a word. 
In time the rate will 


probably be lowered .so that It will be 
no more costly to send a mj'ssage from 
K'ew York to London than it now is to 
lend the same message from New York 
lo Philadelphia. 


"It must not be forgotten that since 


Ive have been Bending messages across 
liic ocean from Glace Bay to Poldhu 
lieithcr our wireless stations at Pen- 
tance and Nantucltet uor the twcnty- 
biie ships with -wireless apparatus ply- 
Jig the Atlantic have been disturbed 
l>y these messages. The truth is that 
ivhen au operator of the wireless tele- 
graph apparatus receives some blind 
signal due to a mere elemental dis- 
lurbance he is apt to conclude that he 
has received part of a secret cole .mes- 
sage from a Marconi station. 


"There }s nothing in this talk about 


Dutside stations reading our messages, 
buring my experimental work I have 
Used untuned apparatus a good deal 
Df the time, and it is possible that rues- 
Sages sent in that way, without the 
slightest attempt or desire to make 
:hem secret, have been picked up out- 
tide. That was in nearby work on the 
Dutside. But no transatlantic message 
sent from Glace Bay has been picked 
Up." 


"But how about telegraphing over- 


laud? Are there no earth currents in 
the way, no complications due to the 
existing system of wire telegraphy?"' 


"It is as easy to telegraph without 


wires overland as oversea. I can send 
wireless messages from New York to 
Ban Francisco as easily as from Glace 
Bay to Poldhu. We are now arranging 
:o establish a wireless system to con- 
nect Alaski with the United States 
and British Columbia. We shall also 
send messages when desirable from the 
Station here to our new wireless sta- 
tion on Cape Cod." 


"Have you found no indications that 


there is a limit to the distance of wire- 
less communication?" 


None. It is simply a-question of in- 


creasing the power of the apparatus." 


"Then you will, be able to send mes- 


sages from the Pacific coast to Japan 
and China?" 


"Undoubtedly; but eager as I am to 


try messages' across the Pacific ocean I 
must complete my transatlantic system 
first The messages which hare been 
communicated from Glace Bay to Pold- 
hu have required only a part of the 
power of which this station is capable. 
There is space between the four towers 
for four sets of tbe wires from which 
plectrie vibrations are propelled to the 
c-oast of Cornwall. Thus far we have 
used only one set of fifty wires. There 
is room for three more sets. My prob- 
lem new is to find out exactly how lit- 
tle power is needed on each side of the 
ocean to transmit messages. The send- 
ing of messages having been reduced to 
a simple and practical basis, both from 
the standpoint of cost and speed, it is 
important to know by actual tests the 
amount of electrical energy necessary 
to signal clearly to any given distance. 


"The station at Poldhu is less power- 


ful than this station. For that reason 
vre have confined our work to sending 
messages from America to England 
only. When I go to Poldhu, the power 
of that station will be increased to the 
degree necessary for sending, and then

white fledgeling. The ether birds in the 
grove took a great deal of interest in 
the strange inhabitant, e.-pecially the 
purple gracklcs. As the white robin 
sat on a bough the grackles would 
perch near it. looking at it with their 
heads turned shrewdly to one side or 
hopping from place to place, as tbongh 
to get a better view. All the time they 
kept up a blackbird conversation about 
the object of their curiosity, clucking 
and chuckling away ::t a great rate. 


The white robin did not hunt food for 


itself, although it was fully old enough 
to do so, but depcndc'J on its parents. 
When it flew, it d:dLKO awkwardly aud 
blunderingly and generally seemed to 
prefer staying in one place.
